'It is well to recall," warns the 


state board, "that one d«ath out of 
every ten over the age of 40 is du 
to cancer. Persons

among adult women. Between the 
ages of 35 and 45 three- times as 
many women die from cancer as do 
men; between 45 and 55, twice as 
many. 
"There. are certain oatstandmp; 


facts which everyone should know. 
At the beginning cancer is usually 
painless. This absence of 
definite 


warning makes its onset especially 
insidious and dajigerous. Cancer is, 
moreover, at first a small local 
growth, often painless, which can 
be readily and safely removed by a 
competent surgeon or by other treat- 
ment in the hands of a reputable 
physician. 
"Friends and relatives of persons 


who have died of cancer are fre- 
quently greatly concerned lest in 
some manner the disease be trans- 
mitted to them. Our information is 
sufficiently definite, however, to as- 
sert, first, that cancer is not a con- 
stitutional or blood disease; second 
that it is act infectious; and third 
that.it is not, practically speaking, 
hereditary. 
This knowledge should 


provide peace of mind in many 
quarters.

"I know of no law in criminal pro 
sdure that is more beneficial 
to 


general good and uplifting of the 
people vhu unfortunately find their 
way into the criminal courts than 
the probation law," said A. C. Hopp- 
man, judge of the superior court. 


Over 328 investigations wera^ mad- 


by. T. C. Purcell, probation officer of 
Dane county, since Jan. 1. Twenty 
three boys and -girls were placed un 
der legal guardians, and over thirt; 
were placed in positions. 


Jndge Hoppman says: "I woulc 


like to see a system worked out in 
which each county has a probation 
officer and then have a state officer 
with headquarters at the capito

after juvenile probationers. How 
ever; I do not think that a woma 
officer is as wellwted for the worl 
as a man.

Commercial Club to Prevent It

TI HIS story is about a Methodist minister, and Governor Shoup 
1 
of Colorado. Incidentally the Civic and Commercial asso- 


ciation of Denver comes in. The question at issue is not whaUier 
the miniatw, the Rev. Dr. G. S. Lackland, is fit to fill the pulpit 
of the Grace M. E. church of Denver, but whether he is fit to be 
an American citizen. However, except for what he has done as 
a minister, there would probably be no objection on the gov- 
ernor's part to his becoming an American citizen. Dr. Lack- 
land did not come to this country from Russia, nor from Uer- 
many, and he is not a socialist nor even a Nonpartisan Leaguer. 
He comes from England, "where freedom slowly broadens down 
from precedent to precedent." He has taken out his first citizen- 


ship papers. 


Dr. Lackland seems to have gotten into trouble, if it is 


trouble, through his propensity to make practical application of 
the teachings of the Christian religion to public and political 
questions. The people seem to like it, but Governor Shoup and 
the Civic and Commercial association do not. 


Before Dr. Lackland accepted the pastorate of Grace church 


the average attendance was from 75 to 100. Now the audiences 
range from 900 to 1,200 and the church has a membership of 
over 600. 
When he took charge of the church it was in debt, 


j,ow it is out of debt. It used to raise $300 a year for what they 
caU "world wide work," now it raises $3,000 a year. 


Through Dr. Lackland'* efforts a community building has 


been erected near his church which cost $60,000. It has 32 class 
and club rooms besides gymnasiums and .kitchens. 
AU this has 


been accomplished in about two years. 


Dr Lackland organized an open forum to promote the dis- 


cussion and the study of civic questions. It has an average at- 
tendance of SCO, and ofien many are turned away who cannot 
find admittance. 


You might think all this indicated that Dr. Lackland was a 


good citizen already. His offense seems to be that he is standing 
loo closely with the wage-workers. The common people hear 


him gladly. 


The Denver Express quotes Governor Shoup as saying before 


the Denver Civic and Commercial association: 


7 
"There is a preacher in this town, his name is Lackland, 


that this club should never allow to become an American citizen, 
lie is not now a citizen and never should be." 


Dr. Lackland in his defense says: 
"I have never used my pulpit to advocate partisanship in 


politics In organizing an open forum I have tried to allay dis- 
content by bringing the best representative Americans to Den- 
ver, and in allowing all cross sections of American ideas to be 
presented. We have never tolerated un-American statements, 
and have refused the floor to advocates of violence." 


Governor Shoup's attack on Lackland has called out resolu- 


tions of confidence from the trustees of his church and from the 
open forum. One of the forum resolutions said: 


"Full, free, and unprejudiced discussion of the vital issues 


affecting the life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness of the 
people of this nation, is but the expression of that eternal vigi- 
lance that is demanded of us as the price of our liberties." 


In these days when an untrammeled discussion of public 


questions is usually impossible in the public press, the public 
forums become instruments whereby the people may have both 
sides of important political and economic subjects discussed. 
For this reason the open forums are hated about as much as our 
independent and progressive newspapers, and the powers of 
wealth and privilege are always seeking to destroy them as well 
as to destroy and discredit newspapers which they cannot con- 
Irol. ,

This is the explanation of Governor Shoup's attack oh Dr.

One of the most significant things in connection with Gov. 


Shoup's attack is the plain IMPLICATION that the Civic and 
Commercial association have the power with the courts to pre- 
vent Dr. Lackland from being granted citizenship.
